Hocking Valley Men, Centralia, Danville, 
Minonk, and Streator, Ill. Strikers and 
Some in Indiana Declare They Will 

Net’ Work Under the Proposed Scale=— 

Other Miners Accept the Settlement= 
McBride Will Try to Explain 
Agreement to Disaffected Coal- Diggers. 

Cotumsus, O,., June 12.—[Special.]—It is 
doubtful if the alleged settlement Of the coal 
miners’ strike is carried out in the Hocking 
Valley.: Advices today from Nelsonville, 
Suraitsville, Gloucester, Longstreth, Buchtel, 
Corning, Carbon Hill, and other points are to 
the effect'that the strikers refuse absolutely 
to return to work at the %0-cent rate. A mass 
convention held at Gioacester today voiced 
the general sentiment in the passage of the 
following resolution :

No. 1 of District 6, comprising the Counties of 
Athens, Perry, Hocking, and Muskingum, repre- 
senting 8,000 miners, stand firmly for a 70-cent 
rate and no compromise whatever.

Gets a Clew to the Keatleys. 


Early yesterday morning.a new line of in- 
vestigation was mapped out by Capt. Duffy, 
based on information obtained from 
John McKindiley, with. whom McKillop 
boarded at No. 1536 Wabash -aveniie. 
He _itold the Central Station po- 
lice, under whose surveillance he was 
the entire day yesterday, of McKillop’s hav- 
ing acknowledged to him his acquaintance 
with Emily E. Keatley, and also told 
him that the girl’s father and brother 
had insisted that he marry her. 
The wedding was set for last Saturday, but 
McKillop failed to put in an appearance. At 
the time he is said ta have told McKindley 
that he would sooner commit suicide than 
marry the girl. 

Acting on this, Capt. Duffy decided upon 
the immediate apprehension of Calvin F, 
Keatley, the father, and Orlando W. Keatley, 
the brother, of the young woman. Orlando 
W. Keatley, who is‘a practicing attorney, was 
arrested in his law office, Room 95, No. 163 
Randolph street. 

After aclose questioning all yesterday aft- 
ernoon and evening Inspector Shea 
finally got the following story last 
night from Orlando Keatley: 
McKillop, he told Inspector Shea, met his 
sister, Emily Keatley, about fourteen months 
ago ina grocery store, where she was em- 
ployed, at Fifty-fifth street and Lake avenue. 
Since then he had called to sce her several 
times a week and both seemed to have 
become affectionate toward each other. Me- 
Killop, young Keatley said, had promised to 
marry his sister, and the ceremony was to 
have taken place togay. Monday, however, 
Calvin F. Keatley, “the father: of the young 
woman, called at his son’s office in 
Room 95, No. 163 East Randolph street, 
and told him that McKillop had repudiated 
his promise to marry Miss Keatley and asked 
Orlando if he would accompany him to 
the conductor’s home that. evening 
to have a definite understanding in 
the matter. Young Keatley consented and 
met his father that evening at 8 o'clock by 
appointment at the corner of Sixteenth street 
and Wabash avenue. They both proceeded to 
McKillop’s home at No. 1536 Wabash av- 
enue, but were informed at the door by Mrs. 
McKindley that the conductor was not in. 
Five times they called at the same house 
before they found McKillop. Then he him- 
self answered the call and was pleasantly ad- 
dreased by Keatley. This, according to the 
ycung man’s story, was about 11:45 o'clock. 
For a few moments McKillop stood upon the 
doorstep and talked with the visitors. When 
Keatley turnéd upon the subject of his 
daughter’s marriage, the conversation be- 
came loud and young Keatley asked the con- 
ductor to close the door and walk down the 
street.

SENATOR HOAR SHOWS NO MEROY TO 
ROGER Q. MILLS. 


The False Promises of the Texan to East- 
ern Workingmen Kegarding Free Coal, 
Sugar, Etce,, 
Trenchant Speech by the Massachusetts 
Statesman=—Plans to Modify the Income 
Tax Scheme=Mr. Havemoyer Astonishes 
the Senatorial Inquisitors. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 12.—Among the 
bills passed in the Senate today was one to 
nrovide for the fees and compensation of offi- 
cers of the Circuit and District courts of the 
judicial districts of North Dakota; and to 
amend the act dividing that judicial district. 

The consideration of schedule * K,”’ wool 
and manufactures éf wool, of the tariff bill, 
which was reached when the Senate adjourned 
last night, was taken up. Mr. Peffer offered 
an amendment transferring wool, hair of the 
camel, gont, alpaca, and other like animals 
on the free list in the bill to the dutiable list, 
restoring the McKinley bill classification but 
scaling down the rates practically one-half.

He de- 
scribed the economic conditions of the Town 
of Suthbridge, -Mass., whose 8,000 inhabit- 
ants are for the most part dependent upon 
the large works there'of the United States 
Optical company.

SILVER MEN ARE TALKING AGAIN,

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 12.—The adjourn- 

ment of the Berlin Silver Commission with- 


out making a definite recommendation is 


somewhat of a disappointing nature to those 
who had been hopeful that the commission 
would pave the way to an international con- 
ference which should proceed without the co- 
operation of Great Britain, but the advovates 
of an independent financial policy for this 
country do not share thedisappointment. The 
silver leaders in the House say the adjourn- 
ment of the conference’ without definite re- 
sults is another evidence that the United 
States must execute her own financial policy 
without waiting for foreign nations. Some of 
the Republican leaders of the House, who 
have recently become identified with the res- 
toration of silver ideas,»express regret that 
more was not accomplished at Berlin. Mr, 
Burrows takes this view of the failure and says 
it shows that Germany is similarly situated to 
the United States in that she cannot actalone, 
This being recognized here and in Germany, 
Mr. Burrows says it hastens the tirne when 
silver-using nations will come together in con- 
certed action. Representative Bryan, the 
lieutenant of Mr. Bland, said: “As long as 
we wait for Germany and England nothing 
will be done toward restoring silver, but as 
goon as we recognize that the interests of our 
people are submitted to the wishes of foreign 
countries and act ourselves, the sooner will 
silver be restored to its former place on an 
equality with gold and the sooner will pros- 
perity return to our industries,” 


HAVEMEYER TELLS A SUGAR STORY, 


He Says Senators Gorman and Smith Prom- 
ised to Help the Trust. 

- Wasnineton, D. C., June 12.—H. O. Have- 
meyer, President of the American Sugar Re- 
finery, appeared before the Investigating 
committee today to give his testimony, It is 
known that Mr. Havemeyer was subjected to 
a rigid examination concerning his visits to 
Washington last spring while the tariff bill 
was in its formative process in the Senate 
Finance committee, and in regard to his in- 
terviews with Senators Havemeyer denied 
the published statements spon which the in. 
vestigation is based, both as to contribu: 
tions to campaign, funds and the demands 
of the’ trust that it should have pro. 
tection in the tariff. bill for 
favors. Mr. Havemeyer said he had talked 
with several Senators, urging proper protec- 
tion of the refining interests, among them 
Senators Hill. Gorman, and Smith. The two 
latter, he said, had promised to help him, but 
Senator Hill had given him no satisfaction at 
all. He said the present tariff bill was an 
unsatisfactury one to the retiners; because the 
differential of one-eighth of a cent was not 
sufficient to afford all the protection which 
their interest should have received, He coy- 
fessed that he had advocated the ad valorem 
system, and was gratified thatit had been 
adopted tothe extent that it-was, but even 
with this concession he declared the schedule 
was far from satisfactory. Mr. Havemeyer 
denied all knowledge of sreculation in sugar 
stocks by United States Senators.

NEW FREE CQINAGE BILL PRESENTED 


Mr. Squire of Washington Presents An- 
other of the Fiat Measures. 

Wasuinetron, D. C., June 12.—Senator 
Squire of Washington today introduced a bill 
for the free coinage of silver. It provides 
that the owner of silver bullion may de- 
posit it at the mints, receiving in pay- 
ment standard silver dollars equal to 
the value of the bullion on the day of 
deposit, the difference to be retained by the 
government ag seigniorage asa reserve fund 
and used by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
maintaining the parity of silver dol, 
lars. The coinage of silver dol- 
lars shall not exceed 4,000,000 each 
month. When the aggregate amount of 
money in the country reaches $40 per capita, 
further silver coinage shall be discontinued and 
shall be resumed when it falls below that fig- 
ure. Provisionis made for coining silver 
half dollars of the present size and maintain. 
ing their parity in the same manner as other 
silver, They also are made legal tender.

MORE CHANGES IN THE TARIFF BILL, 


Modifications of the Income Tax Scheme 
Now Under Consideration. 

Wasuineogox, D. C., June 12.—There is 
some proshect of important changes in the 
internal revenue part of the tariff bill, and 
of further modifications of the income tax 
feature. The Finance committee has been 
considering a suggestion looking to the drop- 
ping of alf the purely administrative part 
of the bill, which would resuit in 
leaving the present administrative law on the 
statute books. The question has been under 
further consideration today, the long speeches 
sade on the floor of the Senate rendering it 
unnecessary for the members of the com- 


mittee to be present, but no decision 
has yet been reached. The committee 
is also undecided what if any changes 


will be ,made in the. income tax, 
but is considering propositions for its modifi- 
cation which it is believed will make the bill 
acceptable in this respect to Democratic Sen- 
ators who oppose the tax. Details are diffi- 
cult to o®tain, but it is understood that if any 
changes are made there will be a shorter limit 
of time for the bill to remain in effect.

The Counties of 
Wayne, Henry, Hancock, Marion, Hendricks, 
Parke, Bptoam, and Vermilion, together with 
all the ®junties lying north of them, shall consti- 
tute the Northern District. All counties in the 
State lying south of those specified 
above shall be known as the Sonthern District. 
Terms of court for the Northern District are to 
be heid at Indianapolis, and the Presiding Judge 
of the District Court shall.be Judge of the North- 
ern Disfrict, for which provision has been made. 
A new District-Attorney shall be appointed for 
this district, and a new District Judge and Mar- 
shal for the Southern District.

their claims for the publication of through 
rates via all lines south of St. Paul. Author. 
ity was, by the association, given for the es- 
tablishment of a through rate of 1844 cents 
per 100 pounds, on lumber, from Little 
Falls, Minn., to St. Louis, Mo. This was by 
the Wisconsin Central, then operated by the 
Northern Pacific, regarded as the establish. 
ment of a rate of 1734 cents to Chicago, and 
the latter rate has since been maintained by 
the above named route. The initial company 
was enabled to say what percentages should 


govern in dividing such rate, and those were | 


made 33}¢ per cent to the line north and 66% 
per cent to the line south of Minnesota 
Transfer. That procedure, Mr, Midgley says, 
was an exercise of might rather than rigut. 

A few days ago Mr. Midgley received a 
message from the Northern Pacific asking 
for authority to issue tariffs via all lines south 
of St. Paulon lumber in carloads at 171% 
cents from Little Falls and Brainerd to Chi- 
cago. Possibly the inclusion of Brainerd 
was a mistake, inasmuch as previous sugges- 
tions looked to the establishment of 18 cents 
per 100 pounds irom Brainerd.

Little Fails and 35 per cent from Brainerd. 
Further complications have resulted from the 
maintenance by the Great Northern of a 
route from Minneapolis northwest to Sauk 
Rapids, and thence via St. Cloud and Sioux 
Falls to Sioux City and west. This has had 
the effect of carrying the Minneapolis rate 
through territory northwest of that city, dis- 
turbing the previous adjustment as far as 
Milaca and, it is reported, northeast to Hinck- 
ley. This has prevented questions that are 
considered of vital importance to lines in the 
Western Freight Association. It has suggest-' 
ed the occurrence of troubles in the North- 
west similar to those from which roads -in 
Northern Illinois have recently suffered on 
eens of iron and other articles from the 
ast.

Students of the Great Southern Institution 
Addressed by the New- Yorker. 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., June 12.—Dr, 
Chauncey M. Depew delivered the oration to.

versity of Virginia. He was given a hearty 
greeting. In his address he said: 


It is a singular fact that Yale, and Harvard, and 
the University of Virginia were seach born from 
the brain of asMgle founder. Elihu Yale and 
John Harvard builded their colleges that the 
Puritan pulpit might be supplied with learned 
teachers. 10omas Jefferson projected this uni- 
versity that the State might. be served 
by broad and liberal minded inen, 
When Jefferson founded his university upon a 
theory directly the opposite of the famous Puri- 
tan ministers and scholars a spasm of fear was 
followed by predictions of disaster. There is 
nothing more poetic and pathetio in the story 6f 
statesmen thanthe creation of the University 
of Virginia. The formulator in .matim of the 
rights of man is its father, and his life and career 
are its inheritance and inspiration.

William Deering, the harvest machine man- 
ufacturer, has given $50,000 to Northwest- 
ern University, the amount to be used for ‘the 
benefit of:the medical department of the col:- 
lege. The contribution was made several 
days ago, but Mr. Deering’s generosity was 


not made known to the public until yester- | 


day. Mr, Deering’s donation is not the first 
time he has remembered the Northwestern 


| University, but the gift is the largest of 


any of his gifts, and =the trustees 
say it comes at a time when money 
is greatly needed, The object Mr. Deermg 
had in mind when he made such a handsome 
gift was to found a new professorship in the 
medical départment of the university and to 
honor his lifelong friend. Dr. N. S. Davis. 
With the addition of the $50,000 the scope 
of the medical school will be greatly extended 
and Dr. Davis’ name will be perpetuated in 
the new chair.

THE NON-PARTISAN COUNTY JUDGE PRE- 
; TENSE. 

Qne of the Democratic ongans says that “a 
great many people are in favor of a non-par- 
tisan judiciary,”’ and it, therefore wants the 
Republicans to vote for the reélection of 
Judge Scales. So they are, and nothing irri- 
tates decent citizens more than tosee a Judge 
playing the part of a /partisan.. Then this 
cheeky Democratic paper proceeds to say that 
‘*the non-partisan idea could be given new 
and very agreeable force”’ if the Democrats 
made no nomination for Probate Judge and 
the Republicans none for County Judge, 
‘* thus permitting of the reélection of Judges 
Scales and Kohlisaat, both excellent men and 
able jurists, without opposition,”’ 

This is an assumption that both of these 
Judges have been non-partisan on the bench. 
It is true as to Judge Kohisaat. No one has 
ever ventured to intimate that any judicial 
act of his savored in the remotest degree of 
partisanship. Not so, however, with Judge 
Scales. He has been; the rankest kind of a 
partisan on the bench. His reélectaon would 
be a repudiation by the voters of the ‘‘ non- 
partisan idea.”’ 

Judge Scales has had to perform certain 
duties under a law which says in substance 
that the Republicans shall have equal polit- 
ical rights with the Democrats, that they shall 
have at least one member of the Board of 
Election Commissioners and half the election 
judges and clerks. A non-partisan Judge 
would have done what the law (required of 
hith. Judge Scales took his seat three and a 
half years ago, But the Republicans did not 
get their Commissioner ‘until last month, 
while the Democrats, to all intents and pur- 
poses, had three Com missioners. 
quence they have not had yet their legal share 
of the election judges and clerks nor anything 
like it. And as a consequence they were 
cheated out of the last Mayor's election by 
false voting, false counting, and other forms 
of election swindling. They willbe at a 
dreadful disadvantage atthis full’s eleetion 
because the alleged Republican judges and 
clerks in the tough river precincts are either 
weak-kneed nonentities or purchasable fel-

EXTENDING THE LAKE-FRONT PARK. 

At the Council meeting night before last 
Aid, Madden offered an order requesting the 
Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works— 

To enter into negotiations, first, with the [lli- 
nois Central railroad company for the lowering 
of their tracks from their preseat grade so that 
the present Lake-Front Park can be carried over 
them ; second, with the proper government offi- 
cials with a view of securing permission to ex- 
tend the park 1,250 feet east of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railway, and, -third, with the drainage canal 
contractors with a view to havi them fill the 
space indicated without cost to the City of Chi- 
cago. 

The object is to naka a bona fide park 
down-town by extending the narrow Lake- 
Front strip between Monroe street and Park 
row east of the Illinois Central tracks out: to 
the dock line in the shallow water of the outer 
harbor. When the first Supreme Court de- 
cision in favor of the city was made THe 
TRIBUNE urged that this be done when the 
conditions wege favorable. 

The order was not pussed, as it should have 
been, but was referred to a committee to be 
pigeonholed. One Alderman “ thought there 
were parks enough,”’ and was opposed to any- 
thing being done which would utilize the un- 
necegsary part of the outer harbor. He pro- 
fessed to have a high idea of the importance 
of the shallow water part of it. The truth is 
that it has next te none. The commerce of 
the city is not going to be transferred to the 
Lake-Front. There is no room there, and if 
there were the nuisance would be intolerable. 
The business district, congested now, would 
be in a state of intolerabie blockade by ‘team- 
ing of lumber, salt, fish, iron. and other 
heavy stuff across the streets and car tracks 
of che First Ward. Other unreflecting Alder- 
men thopght there were parks enough for all 
time, that there was no need of one in front 
of the business center and hotel and visitor 
part of the city for strangers to look at. And 
one shallow-minded -Alderman ‘thought if 
a park were made there it would only be a 


refuge for tramps and nothing more.” 


If no attempt is made to improve and place 
a park adjoining the business district it will 
be an unsightly and disreputable spot, If 
decently improved and cared for it will be, 
thanks in part to its lake frontage, one of the 
most beautiful and popular of the city's 
pleasure grounds, There cannot be too many 
breathing spaces in a growing city like Chi- 
cago. The reasonsin favor of the propased 
ordinance are many and weighty. One of 
the objections heretofore raised against fill- 
ing the proposed part-of the harbor—viz.: the 
shallow water part, some 160 acres u.ore or 
less—has been the great expense it would be to 
the city. “*Where will you get the money 
to pay for filling that large area of water? It 
will require two or three millions of yards. 
Think what a large sum that will cost to pro- 
cure.”’ But now when the filling can be ob- 
tained for little or nothing those objections 
show that they are hostile to having that use- 
leas space reclaimed for park purposes! 

There is no reasor why the Council should 
not modify this order a litt’'e and pass it. Its 
phraseology might be changed slightly so as 
merely to direct the Mayer and Commission- 
er to find vut from the drainage canal con- 
tractors whether they are willing to dump 
their surplus clay along the Lake-Front with- 
out charge, or, if not, how much they will 
charge. They might also confer with the Ilii- 
nois Central officials in reference to the sink- 
ing of their tracks northof Park row. * Those 
negotiations will take along time and there 
isnoharm in beginning them early. The 
city has the right to fill out to the dock line 
fixed by the War Department without asking 
the consent of the government officials, but it 
might be well to ask the War Department 
what it thinks of the value of the outer har- 
bor for commercial purposes. Its reply may 
astonish apme of those Aldermen who talk of 
carrying on the city’s commerce there. _ 

The utilization for park purposes of the 
city’s interests east of the tracks will do away 
with the; possibility of Aldermanic specula- 
tion and| peculation and stealing.

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DIVIDING UP AFRICA. 

The Anglo-Belgian agreement which was 
signed at Brussels about a month ago marks 
another important step in the partition of 
Africa betwe@n the great powers of Europe. 
By the terms of this agreement Great Britain 
leases to the Free Congo State ‘‘all the terri- 
tory lying between the watershed of the Congo 
and Nile basins and the Nile as tar west as the 
twenty-fifth meridian and to the tenth paral- 
lel on the north,’’ which includes the Province 
of Bahr-el-Ghazel and that part of Emin 
Pasha’s territory west of the Nile. In return 
for this lease the Free State concedes to Great 
Britain a strip of country connecting Lake 


Tanganyika and Lake Albert Edwara, which . 


will open up direct. communication between 
Egypt and the British South African posses- 
sions. 

The Anglo-Belgian agreement is on the one 
hand a trade menace to Germany and on the 
other hand a serious territorial menace to 
France, which latter country already protests 
that the lease to the Congo Free State is null 
and void. It virtually bars out the Germans 
in East Africa from extending their trade into 
the Congo region, but this result of the agree- 
ment is virtually insignificant as compared 
with the outcome that concerns Frunce, Un- 
der the treaties of 1890 France obtainéd 
about a million square miles in the Western 
Soudan, and since that time has been en- 
deavoring to extend its sphere of influence to 
the Nile, which would give it control of the 
Province of Bahr-el-Ghazel, which is now 
leased to the Congo Free State, and will be 
virtually under Beigian control. The Egyptian 
Soudan in the meantime will soon pass under 
British coutrol. Thus France will be kept 
from pushing farther eastward, and if the 
agreement holds, as it probably will, Lake 
Tchad will remain as France’s most easterly 
point.

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CHEAP NITROGEN FOR FARMERS. 

An article in Tuz Tripuns of Sunday last 
describes an apparatus for the cheap produc- 
tion of sulphate of ammonia. A New York 
inventor ¢laims to have discovered the means: 
of obtaining that product.in the manufacture 
of fuel gas. He says-that he can take 
two tons of coal (gross weight) and 866 
pounds of crude petroleum, pass the material 
through his furnace, and get from it 104,000 
cubic feet of gas with one ton of the sulphate. 
The gas is claimed to be equal in heating 
power to five-eighths of the coal and oil, while 
of greater utility for many industrial pur- 
poses, and the ton of sulphate of ammonia is 
worth $60, After allowing for the cost of the 
process the inventor figures out a net profit 
of $10 on each ton of coal used. 

Ordinary gas coal contains only about 14 
per cent of nitrogen, equal to the production 
of 23 pounds of the sulphate, but it is held 
that at a temperature of 2,200 in the retort, 
and in the presence of lime, soda, or potash, 
the nitrogen will combine with carbon and 
subsequently with the alkali. Then the 
nitrogen gives up its carbon to the oxygen of 
steam and interlocks with hydrogen, the 
result being the desired |volatile product. It 
is said that the experimente already made 
have demonstrated the value of the claim, as 
in a small furnace 600 pounds of sulphate of 
ammonia have been obtained for each ton of 
the coal used. 

This is not only wonderful, if true, but revo- 
lutionary. It promises to change radically 
the character of the food problem. . All that 
is wanted 'to bring under remynerative culti- 
vation as much new land as now is cared for 
by farmers, thusdoubling the cultivable area, 
is a sufficiency of water and fertilizer, while 
cheap abundance of the latter would add 
vastly to the productivity of the soil ‘now 
under cultivation, The nitrogen in fertilizers 
costs approximately 16)cents per pound, and 
the combination in :which it appears consti- 
tutes one of three which are essential to 
fertility of the soil. Hence, a process that 
would make the nitrogenous fertilizer plenti- 
ful and cheap would be an immense boon, 
not only to the farmer but to the human race. 
Nitrogen forms an important part of the sub- 
stance of the cereals and the leguminous 
plants, which in turn go to build up the ma- 
terial of the animal body, while carbon is the 
element the combination of which with 
oxygen evolves the heat necessary for the 
transformation in the animal economy. The 
plant takes its supplies of nitrogenous ma- 
terial from the soil, not from the atmosphere, 
and the absorption of the material from the 
soil must be compensated by the application 
of fertilizers. 

Hence there is use for all the sulphate of 
ammonia that cah be produced by this process 
during the com’bustion ofall the fuel needed to 
supply power to the world. The countless fur- 
naces that make steam in the cities and towns 
can each be called on to supply its quota of the, 
sulphate, and even if that product snoutd de- 
cline to one-third of its) present price the gas 
produced at the same time would cost less 
than nothing, and furnaces which did not 
evoive the sulphate could not compete with 
those adopting the now novel feature. As the 
small furnace would be at a disadvantage in 
regard to the conservation of heat the result 
promises to be the production of steam and 
sulphate in large) establishments only, the 
power being transmitted from them to the 
numerous places where wanted, and this will 
solve the much vexed smoke problem. Then 
the greatly lessened cost of power and fertil- 
izer material may be expected to cause a still 


| further cheapening in the cost of manufactur- 


ing and agricultural processes, thus permit- 
ting the necessaries and many of the comforts 
of civilized existence to be furnished to the 
people at very low prices without a corre- 
sponding diminution of the wages paid for 
labor. 

It is impossible to tell “‘ what the world is 
coming to’ in the improvement of processes 
of production for the supply of human wants. 
But the history of invention within the pres- 
ent century warrants the deduction from anal- 
ogy that great progress will be madein this 
direction ere the death of many now living. 
It is reasonable to suppose that the building 
up of proximate elements by artificiat chéem-.

PROSECUTION PRESENTS THE WORST 
PHASES OF HIS OASE.

Defense Will Claim He Was a Partner of 
R. G. Dan & Co, and Had the Right to 
Sign the Check Which Forms the Basis 
of the Forgery Charge«Lexow Commit- 
tee Takes a New Tack in Its Investica- 
tion of Police Corruption=General News 

_from New York. 


New Yorn, June 12.—[Special,]—Erastus 
Wiman’s trial was beguo today before Justice 
Ingraham in the Court of Oyer and Terminer. 
The recital of the crime and the points to be 
proven in the case as made by Agsistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney Wellman were formidable and 
relentless. The facts on which the charge of 
forgery-is based will not be disputed by the 
defense, but, ih the words of Gen. B. F. Tracy 
of the counsel for the Canadian-American, 

‘*the contention will be as to tlie legal- 
ity of those acts of Mr. Wimah.”’ The 
defense will claim, first, that Mr. Wiman 
was a member of the firm of R. G. Dun 
& Co.; that he had a right to 
‘draw on the firm, and that the use of the 
name of Bullinger, as drawee, was nothing 
mote than the use of a fictitious drawee, 
sanchoned by the latest decision of the Su- 
preme Court and never disturbed by the 
Court of Appeals. Erastus Wiman listened 
with the interest of an outsider when Mr. 
Weliman said he would show that Mr. Wiman 
had uttered many other forged checks during 
the year prior to Feb. 6, 1893, the date of the 
Bullinger check, one of which was to J. N. 
Fairbanks for $16,000. 

Gen. Tracy entered his objection here. He 
said Mr. Wiman was on trial for an alleged 
crime, ‘‘We will admit right here,’’ he 
added, “that Mr. Wiman wrote the signature 
on the back of the check, in accordance with 
the well recognized and established practice 
in commerce.”’ 

Justice Ingraham *permitted Mr. Wellman 
to go on, and holding up the check he said: 
**'The magnanimous admission of Gen. Tracy 
that Mr. Wiman signed E. W. Bullinger’s in- 
dorsement is because he can’t deny it, for Mr. 
- Wiman confessed his criminal act and begged 
for mercy in a letter written a year ago to his 
employers. And this is not Wiman’s hand; it 
is disguised. Why did he disguise it?’’ 

Mr. Wellman said that after the discovery 
of the forgery R. G. Dun found there was a 
shortage in Wiman’s accounts of $187.000, 
while the books did not show any shortage, 
Wiman having covered it up by skillful ma- 
nipulation of che>ks. 

* A bookkeeper,’’ he continued, ** discovered 
a shortage of $155,000 in 1891, spoke to 
Mr. Wiman about it, and Wiman gave him a 
check on his own bank for $135,000. Next 
day Wiman said: 

“*TDon’t deposit that check yet.’ and kept 
him along from day to day, the book- 
keeper holding the check fourteen months. A 
month before that forgery Wiman presented a 
check drawn to E. W. Bullinger and indorsed 
‘E. W. Bullinger, W.’ The bank didn’t like 
the‘ W.’ and rejected the check.* Then he 
scratched out the indorsement and got Bul- 
lmger to indorse it, telling him it had been 
drawn by mistake. Next month he presented 
this cheek, having written on it in a disguised 
hand ‘E,W. Bullinger.’ He failed shortly 
after for $1,000,000 on a 10 per cent capital, 
which showed his financial straits, the motive 
for the crime.”’ 

Theevidence today was not in Mr. Wiman’s 
favor. James Harrell, the cashier, who drew 
the Bullinger check, testified to the firm sig- 
nature bemg in Mr. Wiman’s hand, although 
he conceded the fact that Mr. Wiman was the 
General Superintendent at the time and was 
empowered to sign the firm name, Mr. Bul- 
linger himself was on the stand, testifying 
that he did not indorse the check in question. 
More than this, he had never seen the check 
until Wiman’s indictment. Mr. Bullinger 
also testified that Mr. Wiman had asked him 
to make some credits on bills that had not 
been paid, which he refused to do. Several 
bank officers were called toidentify the pa- 
per.,.and a bookkeeper of the firm. 

Gen. Tracy, cross-examining, brought out 
that the $135,000 check was credited on the 
cash book and the members of the firm might 
have known it, probably did know it, sand 
that the check lay in the cash drawer. There 
was no concealment. It was on the books, 
an open transaction, showing that Mr. Wi- 
man’s account with his firm was constantly 
overdrawn. 


TRACING UP FORCED CONTRIBUTIONS, 


Lexow Committee Takes a New Tack in 
Its Investigations of Fraud, 

New York, June 12.—[Special.|—The 
Lexow committee succeeded in looking into 
the books of the Pequod club today. It was 
hoped by Senator+Lexow that some trace 
might be had of the extent to which the pop- 
ular system of forcing contributions to assem- 
bly district clubs and so-called ‘ organiza- 
tions’? was carried in compelling the purchase 
of tickets to chowder parties and excursions.

The aunts were also 
ordered to render an accounting of their 
trusts and to pay within ten. days 85,000-to 
each of the nephews out of the income in their 
hands. The nephews served the order for 
the money, but the aunts said they would do 
as they pleased no matter what the court said. 


RETURNS FROM HIs AFRICAN TRIP. 


William Astor Chanler Describes His Geo- 
graphic Explorations. 

New Yorx, June 12.—[Special.]—William 
Astor Chanler returned here today on thie 
Aller, after a three years’ absence abroad, 
twenty-two months of which have been passed 
inf the heart of Africa in regions never before 


penetrated by white men. 

** Tam in excellent health,”’ he said later in 
the day at the Knickerbocker club, ‘‘ I have 
come home hurriedly for family reasons, and 
expect to remain here a few days only. While 
my expedition has not been entirely successful 
owing to the desertions of my men and a plague 
resembling lockjaw that broke out among 
my camels and mules, I have gathered a large 
amount of scientific and geographical data 
which will compose the report I propose to 
make to the New York Geographical Society. 
I lost twenty-seven men from disease, and 
every bit of live stock Ihad. We had only 
one brush with the natives, the Wams-Saras, 
a warlike tribe of fine-looking fellows who 
live on the Jombese Mountains. We drove 
them off. Nearly a year was consumed in ex- 
plorations and geographical surveys to the 
north of Mount Kenia, and then the home- 

‘ward journey was begun.’’ 

The object of the expedition was to scien- 
tifically explore some portions of the exten- 
sive territory in East Africa under British 
protection, mostof which had not yet been 
penetrated by white men. This expedition 
was considered to be the best fitted out of any 
that ever left the coast for the interior. Mr, 
Chaniler is only 28 years old, and was gradu- 
mted from Harvard seven years ago. He is 
the son of the iate John Winthrop Chanler 
and a great-grandson of the late John Jacob 
Astor, from whom he inherited a large for- 
tune. This was his second expedition into 
Africa. In 1889 he madea big game shoot- 
ing trip into Masailand, and was the first 
vhite man to go completely round Mount 
Kelima-Ujaro. 


PLOT TO EVADE IMMIGRATIUN LAWS

Netherlands-American Company Accused 
of Conspiracy with Aliens. 


New York, June 12.—[Special.]}|—The Ellis 
Island authorities have discovered what they 
believe to be a systematic conspiracy on the 
part of one of the large transatlantic steam- 
ship companies to” evade the immigration 
laws and assist alien steerage passetigers 
to land _into this country. The com- 
pany alleged to have offended is the 
Netherlands-Americahn. whose vessels carry 
the United States mail and sail from Amster- 
dam to Rotterdam, touching at Boulogne, 
France, This company, the Ellis Island offi- 
cials assert, has, through its employés on the 
steamship Amsterdam, instructed immigrants 
who were not properly qualified to pass the 
examination of the immigrant inspector how 
to answer the questions put to them and mis- 
‘lead the officials. This instruction, it “is al- 
leged, consists of a set of questions and 
unswers formulated more particularly tu 
evade the provisions of‘ the ° contract 
labor law. A class of ineligible immigrants 
is alleged to have been formed and its mem- 
bers required to learn these questions and 
answers both in Engiish and German. The 
allegations of the immigration authorities 
are supported by the sworn statements of 
two American citizens who were returning 
home as steerage passengers on the Amster.

When a question has been decided it shall be 
in order for any member who voted on the pre- 
vailing side, or who did not vote,‘to move a re- 
consideration at the Same or next regular meet- 
ing: provided, however, a motion to reconsider 
shall not be in order until seconded by a member 
qualified as abeve. 

The second is Rule 12, 
lowing language: 

When a question has been voted upon and de- 
cided either.aftirmatively or negatively, the sub- 
ject matter so decided shall not be again con- 
sidered unless ordered by a two-thirds vote of all 
the members of the association. 

The Chairman decided that under Rule 10 
the members favoring a charge in the broker- 
age rule had a right to move a reconsider- 
ation of the motion at the last meeting by 
which the constitutaon was adopted. The 
friends of the amendment supposed this rule 
would be supplemented by the common r- 
liamentary rule that a majority vote shall 
prevail, and considered that they had as good 
as gained their ypoint. When the vote was 
counted, however, the Chairman brought in 
Rule 12 and decided the. amendment lost, as 
two-thirds of all the members of the associa-— 
tion had not voted for it.

SprRInGFIELD, Ill., June 12.—[Special.}]— 
Gov. Altgeld this morning received from G. 
W. Perkins of Chicago, President of the 
Cigarmakers’ International Union, a telegram 
requesting that he be grantel an interview in 
regard to the manufacture of cigars about to 
be entered into at the Joliet Penitentiary.

Dear Sir: Replying to your telogram of today 
protesting against the introduction of the cigar 


industry in the Joliet Penitentiary. I will say 
in order to comply with the law and com- 


pletely root out t old contract sys 
tem, the Commissioners of the Joliet 
Penitentiary are compelled to start a 


num of new industries that the number of 
men employed in each may not be too large and 
that the consequent tompetition of prison-made 
goods in any one ling may be reduced to the 
minimum. There are now nearly 1,500 convicts 
in that prison and it is absolutely necessary to 
keep them employed, ‘The health of the prison- 
ers demand it, and further, the State Legislature 
refuses to/support thesp prisoners at public ex- 
pense, but insists that they shall work at some- 

that will enable the prison to be as near as 
possible self-sustaining. he Commissioners are 


} meeting with the greatest difficulties in endeav- 


org to find industries that can be carried on at 
all ie hic the prison, especially in these hard times.

reduce the number of men who can work in any 
one line to 100, and a half-dozen new industries 
have already been started, yet it is absolutel 
necessary to start anumber more.
